open adoption agreements 
can be beneficial to chil- 
dren, and are increasingly 
common. 

“We were really hoping 
not to foster and then be 
split up,” said Emily Gard- 
ner, a second grade teacher 
at Abundant Life Christian 
School and Learning Cen- 
ter. 

The number of babies 
and toddlers eligible for 
adoption across the coun- 
try is small, as many very 
young children are reuni- 
fied with their birth fami- 
lies after time in foster 
care. Yet, the Gardners 
knew they wanted to adopt 
a baby and were prepared 
to accept the legal risk. 

After completing a home 
study and becoming li- 
censed to adopt from fos- 
ter care, the Gardners 
awaited a call from their 


social worker about a baby 
in need of a home. They 
were soon presented with 
the opportunity to be a pre- 
adoptive home for three 
siblings, all under the age 
of three. 

Though initially only 
planning for one child, the 
Gardner’s decided they 
would take the sibling 
group, rather than seeing 
the children split up across 
multiple homes. Overnight, 
the Gardner’s prepared 
their home for three chil- 
dren. 

“Everyone who knows us 
was really supportive,” 
said Gardner of the help 
the couple received, includ- 
ing donations of baby sup- 
plies from friends, family 
and members of their 
church.

“It was actually a great 
save,” Billerica Fire Captain 
Matthew Battock said in re- 
gards to Skinner’s rescue 
effort.

Education tax breaks 
The Lifetime Learning Credit and 
Student Loan Interest Deduction are still in place, and the 
exclusion for graduate school tuition waivers survives as well. 
* One significant change is that the bill expands the available 
use of funds saved in a 529 college savings plan to include lev- 
els of education other than college. In other words, if you 
have children in private school, or you pay for tutoring for 
your child in the K-12 grade levels, you can use the money in 
your account for these expenses. 
a Mortgage interest 
The mortgage interest deduction can only be taken on mort- 
gage debt of up to $750,000, down from $1 million currently. 
This only applies to mortgages taken after Dec. 15, 2017; 
pre-existing mortgages are grandfathered in. And the interest 
on home equity debt can no longer be deducted at all, instead 
of up to $100,000 in home equity debt previously deductible. 
Charitable contributions 
Taxpayers can now deduct donations of as much as 60% of 
their income, up from a 50% cap. However, donations made 
td a college in exchange for the right to purchase athletic 
tickets will no longer be deductible. 
rt Medical expenses 
The threshold for the medical expenses deduction has been 
reduced from 10% of adjusted gross income (AGI) to 7.5% of 
AGI.

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Rough on Rats - Romance, cattle and the Gowing family

Picturesque Wilmington! 
Interesting memories. Curi- 
ous coincidences of fate and 
circumstance which tie up to 
the past and effect our pres- 
ent lives. 

In the summer of 1887 we 
boarded at the Hamlen’s. 
Romance was in the air. Bert 
Buck’ was courting Emma 
Hamlen, and in the fall, he 
married her. Another ro- 
mance’was also in the mak- 
ing, ‘culminating on the cele- 
brated- croquet grounds of 
Aunt “Lizzie Blanchard, the 
marriage of Annie Gowing 
and her cousin, Fred Gowing. 

Annie Gowing’s father was 
William E. Gowing, brother 
of the ill-fated George Gow- 
ing, who had built the Ham- 
len House. William E. Gow- 
ing lived next door to his 
brother George and carried 
on a thriving meat business 
there. 

Herds of cattle from Brigh- 


ton were driven over the 
road, corralled in his cow 
yard, slaughtered and dres- 
sed in the old slaughter barn 
which is still standing on the 
opposite side of the road. 
The meat was then packed 
in large two-horse teams, 
like the covered wagons of 
western pioneer days, and 
driven. over the road to 
Lawrence where it was sold. 

William E. Gowing did a 
large wholesale business, for 
those days, having 75 to 100 
head in his yard all the time. 
The steers were driven 
through a runway to the edge 
of the barn floor, shot 
through the head with a rifle, 
skinned, hauled up by an 
overhead windlass, and sus- 
pended by their hind legs 
while the carcass was quar- 
tered and trimmed. The 
meat was then put in refrig- 
erators on ice supplied by a 
man named Holt from An- 
dover, who cut it from the 
meadow where George Gow- 


ing and his wife were drown- 
ed. (Brown’s Crossing - ed.) 

Holt had an ice house at the 
edge of that meadow, long- 
since since been torn down. 
Frank L. Eames bought it 
from him in 1877 and started 
the first retail ice business in 
Wilmington. 

Butchering was a wide- 
spread industry in town, sev- 
eral members of the Buck, 
Eames and Carter families 
being engaged in it, but one 
of the most picturesque fig- 
ures was Horace Sheldon, 
son of the celebrated Asa G. 
Sheldon. He was a drover, 
the only one in Wilmington 
in the early days. Every 
Tuesday, he went to Brigh- 
ton, and came back with a 
herd of cattle, cutting out 
and delivering a dozen or 
more at a time to his differ- 
ent customers along the 
way. By nightfall, he would 
reach Ruel Carter’s place in 
Woburn, where he would 
herd in for the night, then 


finish his trip to Wilmington 
the next day. 

Aldice Eames remembers 
how as a small boy attend- 
ing the East School, he used 
to climb the stone wall to get 
out of the way of the long- 
horned steers coming up the 
road, and George Buck can 
tell you how Horace Shel- 
don’s ox team used to make 
daily trips with the manure 
and offal from William E. 
Gowing’s slaughter barn, 
carrying it down Sheldon’s 
farm on Woburn Street (just 
beyond Wildwood Street — 
ed.) to spread it on the land 
for fertilizer. 

A quarter of beef sold in 
the wholesale trade at some- 
where from 7 to 9 1/2 cents a 
pound. About 1870, William 
E. Gowing, finding that he 
could buy cheaper in Chi- 
cago than in Brighton, 
moved to Lawrence and went 
into partnership with a man 
named Higgins, whose wife 
was related to the Swift fam- 


ily. Gowing became an agent 
for Swift’s, and lived in Law- 
rence for several years, but 
his love for Wilmington and 
his connection with the Blan- 
chard family (his wife was a 
niece of Aunt Lizzie’s) drew 
him back. 

Coincidentally, my family 
had picked the Hamlen place 
for their summer vacation in 
1887 because it was a good 
one for kids, I being a two- 
legged three-year old at the 
time. Later it was Pinemere 
Farm, given over to raising 
four-legged kids. 


(Editor’s note: The above 
article was written in the 
1930’s by Paul D. Emmons, a 
lawyer, historian and writer 
who lived at the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and Sa- 
lem Street, opposite the Cad- 
wallader Ford house, where 
Aunt Lizzie Blanchard lived. 
Emmons and his sister died 
in a 1959 fire which destroyed 
the house and his consider- 


able collection of Wilmington 
history. 

Aunt Lizzie Blanchard and 
Walter Ford Blanchard were 
grandchildren of Cadwalla- 
der Ford, Jr., Captain of a 
company of Minute Men and 
later a messenger in the 
Revolutionary War. Walter's 
daughter Charlotte married 
William E. Gowing. 

The Hamlens (also spelled 
Hamlin) lived in the house 
on Andover Street that is now 
owned by the Krey family. A 
portion of the house was cut 
off and moved, and is now 
the Webster home. 

William E. Gowing lived in 
the Jensen house. The slaugh- 
ter barn, across the street, 
was burned by an arsonist in 
1967. 

Bert Buck (Herbert N. 
Buck) founded Buck Bros. 
grocery store in North Wil- 
mington. His son Rodney ran 
the store for many years, then 
sold it to John Elia, Jr. in 
1956.)

Tips for taxpayers who 
missed April filing deadline 


While the federal income 
tax-filing deadline has 
come and gone for most 
“people, some taxpayers 
+ still haven’t filed or paid 
~ their taxes. 

~ Here are some tips for 
handling common issues 
after the filing deadline has 
passed: 

e Anyone who didn’t file 
and owes tax should file a 
return as soon as possible 
and pay as much as possi- 
ble to reduce penalties and 
interest. There’s no penal- 
ty for filing a late return if 
a refund is due. Penalties 
and interest only accrue 
on unfiled returns of tax- 
payers who don’t pay by 
the deadline. 

¢ For those who qualify, 
IRS Free File is still avail- 
able on IRS.gov through 

+ “Oct. 15 to prepare and file 
returns electronically. 

¢ Filing soon is especial- 
ly important because the 
Jate-filing penalty on un-

paid taxes adds up quick- 
ly. Alternatively, taxpay- 
ers who have a history of 
filing and paying on time 
sometimes qualify for 
penalty relief. 

¢ Taxpayers who owe 
taxes can view their bal- 
ance, and pay. with IRS 
Direct Pay, or by debit or 
credit card. They can also 
apply online for a pay- 
ment plan, including an 
installment agreement. 
Before accessing their tax 
account online, users must 
authenticate their identity 
through the Secure Access 
process. Several other 
electronic payment op- 
tions are available on 
IRS. gov/payments. 

¢ The IRS will usually 
correct any math errors 
on a return and notify the 
taxpayer by mail. Simi- 
larly, the agency will send 
a letter requesting any 
missing forms or sched- 
ules.

time. I finally had the 
chance to visit on Sunday, 
the last day of the May 
market week. To those in 
the collecting world, just 
say “Brimfield” and they 
know what you are talking 
about — the granddaddy of 
all antique markets in the 
country. 

Tiny Brimfield, Massa- 
chusetts is just off of 
Route 84 near Sturbridge, 
Massachusetts. The 3,000 
or so resident population 
can swell to 20,000 on mar- 
ket weeks — held in May, 
July and September — for 
six days each. Vendors 
from all over the country 
bring their wares to show, 
towing trailers, stuffing 
vans, converting RVs and 
even renting tractor trail- 
ers. This is serious busi- 
ness, folks. 

Brimfield has hosted the 
fair since 1959 and is con- 
sidered the premiere an- 
tique and collectible show, 
hosting thousands of deal- 
ers and hundreds of thou- 
sands of visitors. Cash is 
the currency of preference 
and considered the best 
route for a deal, though 
some do take credit cards. 

Vendors set up in large 
tents within “market- 
places,” which are really 
just giant open fields with 
row after row of dealers. 
Mid-century modern furni- 
ture could be right up next 
to a rug dealer and across 
from a vendor of antique 
garden tools. 

Flea market finds range 
from Fiestaware to 1960s 
Mixmasters, footstools and 
board games reminiscent 
of your youth. Even if you 
are not shopping for spe- 
cific items, wandering by 
the giant coffee Thermos 
your dad took to work or 
spying the apron your 
grandmother used to wear, 
seeing the tin S&H greens 
stamp sign that was at 
your hometown filling sta- 
tion or catching a glimpse 
of that banana seat bike 
you always wanted — the 
memories that come flood- 
ing back are worth the 
visit alone. 

Items are new, salvaged, 
upeycled, vintage, or an- 
tique and span toys, post- 
cards, garden ornaments, 
tools, door knobs, marine 
hardware, old military clo- 
thing, license plate bird- 
houses, handcrafts, furni- 
ture and so forth. Dealer 
fields are too numerous to 
list. 

We parked in a lot in the 
middle of it all and worked

Family details adoption process

Before the finalization of an 
adoption, children in foster 


| care are legally in the custody 


of the state’s Department 
of Children and Families 
(DCF), which brings a num- 


_ ber of requirements for foster 
' and« pre-adoptive parents. 


Among: other requirements, 
these include getting permis- 
sion from a social worker to 
transport a child across state 
lines, getting permission to 
cutra child’s hair, reporting on 
medical and education ap- 
pointments, and monthly vis- 
its from a state social worker. 
The Gardner’s juggled these 
duties with the expected 
chdos of three young children 
and became adept at taking 


-adyantage of resources and 


advocating for the children’s 
needs. « 
“The > schools here have 


} beert pémarkable,” said Steve 


Gardner, a plumber. “There’s

The “Gardner’s adoption 
was finalized almost two 
years after the children were 


_ placed in their home.

thrpugh?’” remembered Emi- 
ly Gardner. 

The Gardner’s could even- 
tually rest assured that they 
were now the legal parents 
of their children, though they 


did retain an open adoption 
agreement with the chil- 
dren’s birth mother, which 
calls for two visits per year. 

“I think in the long run it 
will be really good,” said 
Emily Gardner. “When they 
hit 15, 18.... and they have to 
figure out where they came 
from. They’ll know who she 
is. She’s a face to them. That 
will help them when they 
come to terms with their 
identity.” 

Although most people in 
their life were supportive of 
adoption, the Gardner’s did 
encounter concerns and 
warnings from acquaintanc- 
es. Steve Gardner reflects on 
persistent perceptions about 
children in foster care that 
fail to take into account 
strengths. . 

“I think it’s the horror sto- 
ries people hear,” he said. 
“How many TV shows do you 


" watch where the adopted kid 


is the troubled kid? [Adop- 
ted children] they get a lot 
of negative stereotypes.” 

For the Gardner’s, adop- 
tion is a fact about how their 
children came into their life, 
but not the primary way 
they think of their children. 

“Once they were in my 
house, they were my kids. I 
don’t mind telling people 
they’re adopted. I’m not 
ashamed of it at all. But 
they’re just my kids,” said 
Emily Gardner. 

Seeing the progress their 
children are making in their 
well-being and development 
is a joy for the Gardner’s 
that sustains them during 
challenging times. 

“When someone who does- 


n’t see them as often will say 
something about how far 
they’ve come. That means 
more than anything else 
from anybody,” said Emily 
Gardner. 

Steve Gardner was remind- 
ed of the positive changes in 
his daughter thanks to a 
series of school pictures — 
his daughter’s grinning, 
healthy appearance in a 
June photo standing in con- 
trast to the somber expres- 
sion at the start of the year. 

“We saw her every day. You 
didn’t see that transforma- 
tion, but to see it next to 
each other in a picture...” he 
said of the moment of real- 
ization. 

The Gardner’s offer advice 
to prospective adoptive par- 
ents: learn as much as pos- 
sible about a potential child’s 
history, consider behavior 
dynamics among sibling 
groups or children already in 
the home, and have patience 
for the unpredictable time- 
line. They also remind par- 
ents to seek out and utilize 
help. 

“Take advantage of the re- 
sources they gives you,” said 
Steve Gardner of programs 
and benefits offered by the 
state to adoptive families, 
like medical insurance or 
counseling services. 

Overall, the Gardner’s con- 
clude, “It’s a long process. 
Stick with it!”

a commonwealth level. ; 

“In 2016 I worked for a state senate 
campaign,” she continued. _.

After we 
left the (state individual) 
tournament on Saturday, 
Emily and her mother went 
to» watch a tournament 
where they can chat with a 
dollege coach. This is how 
dedicated she is - this is how 
much it means to her.” 

‘The 2015 Wildcat. tennis 
team finished with a 1-16 
record. The following year, a 
wéll-known freshman 
entered the scene. 

“Himily came into the pro- 
gram with the expectation 
that she was going to be a 
really strong player,” said 
Hackett. “And she definitely 
has lived up to that expecta- 
tion since day one. She had 
the tall task of challenging 
to play first singles as a 
freshman and that can be 
both exciting and terrifying 
for a 14-year-old girl. She 
handled it very well but 
keep it mind she beat out a 
friend and two seniors for 
that position so there was 
definitely an adjustment 
period. 

“Having said that, she fin- 
ished with six wins as a 
freshman playing first sin- 
gles, last year she had eight 
and this year she is 11-3. She 
has battled really hard since 
that freshman year and she 
has learned a lot about her- 
self. The reality is when you 
are playing first singles in 
tennis, you don't have a day 
off. Every program, even 
bad programs, will have a 
decent player on their team, 
so she never gets a day off.” 

The 2016 team finished 
With a 4-12 record, with Hill 
finishing 6-10 from the No. 1 
Spot - in the second toughest 
league in the state, behind 
the Dual County League. 

Last year as a sophomore, 
she returned as the No. 1 
player and compiled a 
record of 8-9 which included 
a Win in the state individual 
tournament, as well as lead- 
ing the team to its best sea- 
son in program history. 

Today she is sporting an 11- 
3 record, meaning she has 
compiled 25 wins in three- 
pliis seasons. 

“| think her second year 
she got a little bit more com- 
fortable, but this is the year 
that she has really taken 
off,” said Hackett. “She has 
taken that big leap forward 
in terms of her comfort level 
and in terms of being in con- 
trel of points. To have ten 
Wins as a junior number one 
player in this league is real- 
ly’strong. 

“Typically I look at every 
first singles player and I 
said if you come out with a 
.500 record, I am, proud of 
you, that's incredible. To be

11-3 is crazy. She beat 
Lexington, she beat 
Belmont's top player and 
those are two huge wins. She 
lost to Burlington twice, and 
that girl is ranked fourth in 
our section at the state indi- 
vidual tournament, and then 
her third loss came against 
Arlington.” ag 

Being able to improve her 
win total at WHS from six to 
eight to now eleven wins, 
certainly didn't happen 
overnight. Outside of her 
high school team, Hill has 
played competitive tennis 
for about seven years now, 
including winning a handful 
of USTA Tournaments, while 
she currently is ranked 60th 
in the section and has a 
State Ranking of 21, accord- 
ing to the USTANE website. 

On the court, Hill has 
strong skills, a very power- 
ful serve, and her strokes 
whether forehand. or back- 
hand are powerful and con- 
sistent. She was asked about 
the different aspects of her 
game, starting with her 
serve. 

“The toughest part is get- 
ting the toss right. If you 
don't have a consistent toss, 
you are going to struggle. 
Everything starts. with the 
toss and it needs to be con- 
sistent. I like focusing on 
where to hit and how much 
spin I have on it. I divide it 
into three sections, I can hit 
a wide serve, a deep serve 
or I can hit it right at the 
body. With the spin, I can 
loop it out further in the 
court.” 

One thing that both Hill 
and Hackett agree on is that 
the player has drastically 
improved her knowledge of 
the game, in particular 
studying her opponents dur- 


ing a match. 

“] like to think of my game 
as more improvising,” she 
said. “I'll usually take the 
situation that I'm in and I'll 
go from there. It always 
works for me. Other players 
have set game plans and it 
doesn't go accordingly to 
what they want, it falls 
apart and that's something I 
have picked up on with some 
of the people I played 
against.” 

She also credited Hackett 
saying, “He's helped me 
with my mental game a lot. 
Sometimes I'll get mad and 
he will be like 'hey, every- 
thing is fine’. He's an awe- 
some coach. He is really 
laid back and chilled. I have 
had a bunch of different 
coaches and each of them 
have their own style and I 
find his style is really good, 
too.” 

Hackett said her overall 


knowledge and understand- 
ing key moments in matches 
are part of Hill's maturity 
and gaining more match 
experience, but it's much 
more than that. 

“It's understanding how to 
play within a point,” he said. 
“J think sometimes when 
you are young, and you see 
a girl hitting the ball 90 
miles per hour at you, you 
try to whale the ball back 
and whale the ball back, and 
you try to do one shot at a 
time. But when you get into 
the game and you have the 
wherewithal of what's going 
on, you think two and three 
shots ahead. I think Emily 
has done a much better job 
practicing that and playing 
that way.” 

And playing like a domi- 
nating No. 1 singles player 
Wilmington hasn't seen in 
over three decades.

Over the past few years,

ights, clinching the out- 

t CAC title with an 86-50 
wn over CAC rival Greater 
Lawrence in a battle of 
undefeated teams. 

Both teams entered the 
meet, with a perfect 8-0 
mark, but by the end of the 
day, it was clear that the 
Rams. were the best dual 
meet ;team in the CAC this 
season, as they raced out to 
an‘ early lead and never 
looked back to clinch their 
first outright title since 2007. 

It-is also the first time in 
school history that the Rams 
have had at least a share of 
the. league title for three 
consecutive seasons, after 
splitting. the crown with 
Chelséa last season and 


sharing a three way tie with 
Greater Lowell and Lynn 
Tech in 2016. 

“The kids set it as a goal at 
the beginning of the season 
to win the league. We are 
very fortunate to have as 
complete a team as we do,” 
Shawsheen coach _ Jeff 
McGrath said. “Other 
coaches comment on the 
fact that we have so much 
depth in every event that 
when someone isn’t per- 
forming there’s always 
someone to step up and pick 
up the slack. 

“We’ve had so many guys 
contribute this year and I 
couldn’t be prouder of the 
accomplishment. More 
importantly, we have great 
kids. Our success is really a 
testament to their hard work 
and their character. Great 
athletes, but better people.” 

The Rams jumped on top 
of Greater Lawrence quickly 
in their league clinching 
win, taking the top two spots 
in the 400-meter hurdles 
with Kyle Simonds taking 
first place in a time of 60.8 
seconds, while Joe Genetti 
took second in a time of 63 


seconds. That staked the 
Rams to an 8-1 lead right out 
of the gate, and that was as 
close as the meet would get. 

The win in the hurdles was 
only part of a big day for 
Simonds, who also took first
